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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is responsive to the communication filed on 08/31/2010. 
Claims 2,3,16,31-59 are pending. Claims 1,4-15 and 17-30 were cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2,3,16,31-59 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 14 and similar claims 18 and 22 are allowable over the prior art of 
record since the cited references taken individually or in combination fails particularly 
disclose: "an access network comprising an access point, an access router and a link 
layer address manager configured to manage link layer addresses, said mobile network 
being connectable via the gateway mobile terminal to the access point, where the 
gateway mobile terminal is configured to send a request to the link layer address 
manager for information relating to a plurality of link layer addresses, to receive a 
response to the request and to allocate, based on the response, individual ones of the 
plurality of link layer addresses to individual ones of the at least one mobile network 
node, where at least one of the gateway router or at least one mobile network node is 
configured to perform a neighbor discovery procedure with the access router to send at 
least one neighbor advertisement declaring at least one allocated link layer address." 
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It is noted the closest prior art, Ibanez et al. disclose having a SGSN sending a 
request to a GPRS support node (GGSN) within a GPRS system which generates link- 
local addresses. 

However, Ibanez et al., Admitted Prior Art, Ernst fail to disclose or render obvious the 
above underlined limitations as claimed.
